Application. All claims are believed to be allowable, and allowance of the claims is 
so requested. 

Claims 25-27', added to this Reissue application by preliminary amendment 
on Feb. 1, 2002, have now been amended to depend on Claim 17 instead of Claim 
19, and to further define the low dielectric constant material of Claim 17, rather than 
the spin-on low dielectric constant material of Claim 19. 



New Claim 28 has been added.

With respect to Claims 25-28, silsesquioxane-based spin-on materials are similar to 
organic spin-on materials in many ways - as noted at column 1, line 41 to column 2, line 
14. While the invention may best be applied to organic spin-on materials such as SiLK, 
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statements elsewhere in the Specification that silsesquioxane-based spin-on materials are 
not preferred are not meant to exclude them from the scope of the invention.
